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Caba, Rheault 
Say Schools 
Mey Get Help

Town Manager Edward A. Caba and Town Council 
President Donald M. Rheault today announced they 
will support potential cash surpluses in the town 
budget to be used to ease or eliminate the $329,000 
cut present! y facing Agawam schools. However, the 
two were far apart in agreement about the overall pic- 
ture concerning the school budget cut. 

Budget Review 

Surplus funds may appear in the town budget during 
the council’s review of the manager's recommenda- 
tions, which the council will complete in midJune. The 
council could find a budget area’s to cut - exemptions 
which may be taken from the restraints of Proposition 
2%, or initiate user fees to deveiop additional town 
funds. 

Should the council take these actions, Caba said, “’| 
will support using the bulk of these funds to bolster the 
school budget.” 

Caba also said he hoped to find funding for a 
$10,000 farmland preservation program. 

As far as the schools are concerned, Caba said, ““My 
children attended Agawam schools and I’m proud of 
what our schools gave them. | understand ‘the dif- 
ficulties facing our schools, but present budget restric- 
tions have put the town into a financial crunch right 
across the board.” 

Caba continued, ‘The word seems to be spreading 
that | arbitrarily made this budget cut, without any con- 
sideration for the school system. That is simply not 
true. | do care about the schools but my hands are tied 
becouse there’s just not enough funding to go around.” 

Rheault agreed that the school budget remains a 
high priority to the council, but said, “We are facing a 
very serious situation created by our town manager.” 

Rheault said he expected the council budget review 
to result in funds becoming available and added he did 
not wish to consider user fees to raise revenue. ‘’Unless 
it’s been absolutely proven our budget has no room for 
< supplemental budget to schools, | won’t support 
ees. 

Council vice-president and school budget committee 
chairman Daniel Lacienski concurred with Rheault’s 
sentiments, saying, “| have confidence money will be 
found during the concil’s budget review and | favor us- 
ing a supplemental budget to off-set the school cut.’ 

Fees Might Be Needed 

Councilors Andrew C. Gallano and Paul 

Paleologopoulos also expressed concern over the 

school budget, and said they would support a sup- 
plemental budget to the schools, using newly available 
funds found in the budget process. Both councilors, 
however, indicated the restraints of Prop. 2% may 
make fees the most feasible solution.

Parents Petition Council On Budget

About 80 concerned parents and schoo! personnel 
attended last Monday night's Town Council meeting, 
where Phelps PTO president Rene Picoli submitted a 
petition signed by 1,533 citizens asking officials to 
leave the orginial school department budget intact. 

Mrs. Picoli told councilors during Citizens Speak 
Time that the school budget was already underfunded, 
and that Town Manager Edward A. Caba’s proposed 
cut of $329,000, “would cause further deterioration to 
the school system.” 

George Beeman, a member of the group, also ad- 
dressed the council, saying, ‘‘We can’t sacrifice the 
future of our children when the need for education 
plays an ever-greater role in our lives.” 

Beeman continued, ‘’! urge the council not to ap- 
Prove any cuts in the school budget, or to look with 
hollow pride at our low costs per pupil. Our schools 
need more funding, not less, to remain the same at this 
point is to go backwards.

Superintendent of Schools Donald Charest, Agawam 
was found to spend $1,972 per pupil while state 
averages have held at $2,601. 

The average of six other neighboring towns par- 
ticipating with Agawam: in an educational col- 
laborative, averages $2,449 per pupil. 

Superintendent of Schools James V. Bruno, Jr., has 
noted that for last five years budget restraints hve left 
the Agawam schools in a “holding pattern.” Bruno 
said planned goals of reducing class size, updating 
curriculum and equipment “have fallen by the 
wayside,’ 

In a survey conducted by the Advertiser News, 
Agawam was found to have not only the lowest cost 
per pupil, but also the lowest standard achievement 
test results. 

Whether the council and manager will be in a posi- 
tion to reinstate the full $329,000 proposed cut, or only 
a portion, will probably not be known until the council 
nears completion of its budget review in mid-June. 
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SENATOR LINDA MELCONIA 
VA Reminds Former POWs 


Of Available Benefits 


The Veterans Administration is reminding former 
prisoners of war that a law enacted in 1981 broadened 
the agency's authority to provide health care for ex- 
POWs and liberalized rules for determining whether 
compensation can be paid for certain medical condi- 
tions, said Ruth Fields, the town’s veteran agent. 

“Residuals of certain conditions suffered in prisoner- 
of-war camps are presumed to be related to the POW. 
experience. A former POW who is now disabled by one 
of these conditions may qualify under the law for VA 
disability payments without the need for additional 
proof. It will be presumed, in the cases of former 
POWs, that the conditions originated in, or were ag- 
gravated by, military service. 

"A recent law added dysthymic disorder (depressive 
neurosis) to a list of such diseases which already in- 
cluded chronic dysentery, helminthiasis, nutritional 
deficiency (such as beriberi, pellagra), psychosis, and 
any of the anxiety states including post traumatic 
stress disorder,’ John J. McNif, director of the Boston 
VA Regional Office said. 

Any former POW who was detained or interned for 
30 days or more, and who became disabled by one of 
these conditions at any time after his military service, 
will be presumed to have incurred the condition during 
his military service unless there is evidence of some 
other cause, McNiff added. 

VA Administrator Harry N. Walters urges all former 
POWs in Massachusetts to register with the VA 
regional office in Boston. Information on disability 
compensation and other benefits, including medical 
and dental, will be provided along with assistance in 


applying.

to December 31, 1983 the gross assets of the Hampden

Agawam Appointments Upon Request 
Initial Consultation At No Charge 
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Council Forms Zoning Committe

Special permit zoning will go to committee to 
regulate A-3 multi-family zone changes, following 
arguments by Councilor Dorothy Nelsen and a Town 
Council vote of 10-4 this past Monday night. Councilor 
Peter Longo offered harsh arguments in dissent. 

Town Council authorized the creation of a five- 
member committee to work with the town planner and 
planning board in drafting the new permit ordinance 
which is expected to give Town Council greater control 
over holding developers to plans submitted to the 
council at the time a zone change is granted. 

Mrs. Nelsen, a former member of the Conservation 
Commission, said the permit zoning would give the 
council a definitive plot plan to approve and would not 
allow a developer to receive a multi-family zone 


. change without committing to either apartment or con- 


dominium construction. 

Mrs. Nelsen noted developers presently state their 
plans before the council, but still have the right to con- 
struct any type of multi-family housing they choose 
once the zone change is passed. 

Mrs. further cited the need for agreed-upon and en- 
forceable plot plans, which would prevent a developer 
from receiving a zone change with one plot plan before 
the council, then constructing units with density struc- 
ture other than the one the council approved. 

Mrs. Nelsen said it was not her intent to seek a 
moratorium on‘multi-family housing, nor inhibit con- 
struction of multi-family units, but to give the council 


greater control in holding developers to their initial 
plans. 

During the previous council, a plan for permit zoning 
came forward from the council’s ordinance committee, 
Planning Board, and Building Inspector Joseph Conte. 

The council defeated the ordinance, however, when 
it came before the council as a package of ordinances 
(regulating yards sales and in-house businesses, as 
well as permit zoning). 

Mrs. Nelsen said the council will be more likely to 
pass permit zoning without the other ordinances. 

Longo, in speaking against Mrs. Nelsen’s proposal, 
said a developer intending to build condominiums 
might experience slow sale ‘of units, but would not be 
able to then use the project for apartments. 

Longo said this would force a developer into 
bankruptcy and further stated the regulations of the 
Conservation Commission and Planning Board were 
ample to ensure responsible building. 

‘council President Donald M. Rheault appointed Mrs. 
Nelen as committee chairwoman, and appointed 
Councilors Alfred Trehey, Paul Paleologopoulos, 
Phillip DeForge, and Andrew Gallano as committee 
members. 

Councilors voting against the comittee’s formation 
were Paul Trimboli, Daniel Lacienski, Longo, and Jack 
Shaughnessy. 

Once the committee reports back to the council, 
three, separate votes will be required to adopt the

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Poppies To Honor Nation’s War Dead 


Each year, throughout the Nation, the American 
Legion Auxiliary Veteran-made poppies are offered on 
the streets of all towns and cities, by members of the 
local organization’s unit. 

Mrs. Alice Soden, poppy chairwoman for Unit No. 
185 of Agawam, explained the history of this program 
and said, 

"These red crepe paper flowers are of course, 
replicas of Flanders’ Fields Poppies,” which inspired 
the writing of ‘In Flanders’ Fields.” 

The funds acquired through the poppy drive are used 
only for the disabled veteran or his family. The money 
is put into a special account and it is dispersed for 
rehabilitation and child welfare use by the unit 
chairmen of the committees.

School Cuts Meet 
Standards Being 
Set For Education 


While shock waves still ripple through the 
educational community here about Town 
Manager Edward Caba’s proposed cut of 
$329,000 from the school department budget, 
we believe these cuts are in line with an ongo- 
ing trend plaguing public education. 


We vigorously state for the record that 
under no uncertain terms do we support the 
school department budget being slashed to 
this level. 


However, as national reports have in- 
dicated in recent years, public education re- 
mains a troubled trade. With the municipal 
state, and federal dollar pool shrinking 
(although our state aid this year was about 
$600,000 more), local school systems 
generally face an attitude of “Let’s-hold-the- 
fort” 


According to statistics, Agawam has 
always battened down the hatch where 
education is concerned. This statement, 
however, remains a bone of contention bet- 
ween figures given by town hall and those 
shown by the school department, especially 
in this year of a major budget cut facing the 
Agawam School Committee. 


Town Hall says the school budget is com- 
petitive with other communities when all fac- 
tors of its budget are added in, such as the 
maintenance department, among other. 
things. 


Still, in our research, we have found that 
Agawam schools, when compared to those 
even in the local collaborative, do not offer as 
many programs to its students - and the spen- 
ding level on EDUCATIONAL programs are 
less. 

We wish to interject one point we've made 
before: despite the fact that statistics show 
that Agawam schools rank very low on the 
statewide scale of spending per pupil $2,610 
(ours is $1,972), we won't buy the notion that 
lecal students graduating from Agawam 
High School are an inferior breed (or will be in 
the future) 


Agawam students are competitive with 
other students in the area and do receive a 
good education. The school department, in- 
cluding the teaching staff, of course, should 
be commended for this. 


But in recent years, especially with Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2, educating children by “holding-the 
-fort”’ puts additional pressure on the process. 
Over a long haul, the students will suffer if 
programs and staff are reduced, class sizes 
enlarged, and purchase of new materials 
postponed. 

We feel this only makes sense. 

Education in the 1980's is far different from 
educating children in the 1960's and even 
1970's. The issue, therefore, becomes pro- 
blematic. Teaching today’s children cannot 
be compared with teaching children 20 or 
even 15 years ago. Society's attitudes and 
many complexities have seen to that. 


Educating the young is a public trust given 
to, for the most part, the public schools. The 
1980's offer a severe challenge to public 
education, not just in Agawam, but all over. 


In Agawam, we've been fortunate, Never- 
theless, dollars and cents, and the lack of, will 
hinder the schools from doing its job. 

None of the above is any great revelation. 
We thought that before actually getting into 
the realities and in-and-outs of the local situa- 
tion, it should be said.

Education Is Not A Major 


Thrust Of Agawam

As one who has been close to our school system for 
many years, (19) with no monetary reward, or axe to 
grind, | would like to pass along a few comments on 
the proposed school budget cut of $329,000. 

Low budgets are not new to the public schools of 
Agawam, our community has a long history of not sup- 
porting public education, for some adverse reasons 
education has not been the major thrust of our com- 
munity. Politics yes, education no!!! 

It may be of interest to many, that for several years 
Agawam ranked 339th out of the 351 cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for school ex- 
penditures, and only last year rose to a high rank of 
306th. ; 

For years the school budget has been a battle of sur- 
vival; in the past it was selectman, finance board, and 
the town meeting. The scene has’ changed to town 
manager and council, but the fight remains the same. 

| have been asked, ‘‘How can the schools manage 
with such a low budget?” “Easy,’” | reply. Educational 
programs will have to be cut in addition to those 
already cut; staff layoffs will be necessary; supplies 
and materials cut back; and textbooks eliminated. 

The results will see larger class sizes, eliminating in- 
dividualized instruction that many young students 
need; less instruction, because larger classes also 
mean more discipline time, rather than instruction; 
non-up-to-date textbooks; and less supplies and 
materials for student instructions and experiments. 

The pattern is not new, only more magnified. Each 
year we slide deeper into the morass of questionable 
education for our young people when more, not less, 
education is needed for individual survival. Every 
known report on education, starting with President 
Reagan’s report on “Education Excellence,’ released 
only last year (that shocked the nation) to Governor 
Dukakis’ pledged stipport for increased aid to educa- 
tion, recognizes that need. But we in Agawam choose 
to ignore these warnings. : 

Paying The Price For 2% 

It’s unfortunate that the public fell fot the hoax of 
Proposition 212% |\know I'm not paying'less taxes, and | 
doubt if anyone else is-also. | said (then) publicly, that 
because of Proposition 2%, there would be a serious 
crisis in three or four years in the quality of education, 
and that the community would pay a high price in the 
long run. 

Unfortunately, that prediction is coming true. We 
are‘going to have problems in attracting quality people 
in the field of education, and the quality of a school 
system is in its staff. 

! can honestly state, were it not for the profes- 
sionalism and dedication of many members of our 
staff, and my personal knowledge of their out-of- 
pocket expenses, Agawam’s public education’s results 
would be far worse. 

Frankly, | don’t like the tone of things. There is 
definitely an attitude of apathy. Support of a good 
school system requires a great deal of public spirit and 
concern for the town’s future. Over the years | have 
come to realize that our community doesn’t seem to 
care much. 

Elected Officials Effect Quality Of Education 
In the final analysis, it’s the elected and appointed 
officials, manager, council and school committee, who. 
effect the quality of life in a community such as ours. 

There is a popular automobile bumper sticker that 
just about sums up Agawam’s attitude and support of 
its schools. “If you think education is expensive, try ig- 
norance.” 

After fighting the battle for 19 years, | can only con- 
clude that because of apathy and a general lack of 
concern for its young people, Agawam is willing to sit 
back and try the latter.

Ti he Bounty: A Disappointing Remake 
:Of A Classic Story 


One of the key elements in the 1935 and 1962 ver- 
:sions of Mutiny on the Bounty is a dramatic conflict 
‘between the main characters. The Plot centers on the 
igrowing friction between two strong-willed men, and 
ithe actors in these roles give dynamic performances 
:which make their relationship interesting and 
:believable. Unfortunately, the latest remake of this 
:story, The Bounty, lacks this kind of intensity. 

Set in the late 1700's, The Bounty deals with the 

events which led to the most famous mutiny in the 
:history of the British navy. Given temporary command 
tof a ship, Lieutenant William Bligh (Anthony Hopkins) 
ils ordered to sail to Tahiti in search of breadfruit 
iplants. This crop, according to his superiors, will Pro- 
:vide an inexpensive source of food for the slaves of 
Jamaica. 
: Lose Sailors To A Storm At Sea 
: Despite protests from one of his officers, Bligh in- 
:tends to travel by way of the turbulent waters near 
: Cape Horn, the southernmost point of South America, 
:The ship manages to survive the storms in this area, 
:but several sailors are lost at sea and the rest of the 
crew begin to lose faith in their captain. 
: When Bligh and his weary men finally reach Tahiti, 
:they find themselves in a tropical Paradise. Besides be- 
ting treated well by the king of the island, several Tahi- 
:tian women fall in love with some of the sailors, in- 
tcluding Fletcher Christian (Mel Gibson), the ship's first 
‘officer. 

To Bligh, this mission represents a chance for a pro- 
imotion, and he doesn’t intend to let anything or 
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anyone stand in his way. Therefore, when Christian 
and a few crew members hint that Tahitian life agrees 
with them, Bligh orders them to return to the ship and 
sets sail for England. At this point in the journey, 
discipline becomes more strict and the sailors con: 
template mutiny. But this insubordination, with Chris- 
tian as its leader, doesn’t occur until Bligh says that he 
wants to sail through the treacherous Cape Horn 
region once again. 

The Bounty is a beautifully photographed movie that 
will probably be in the running for a Best 
Cinematography Oscar at next year’s Academy 
Awards. 

The hardships of traveling by sea and life aboard a 
ship are filmed with such attention to detail that you 
actually feel you're part of Bligh’s crew. On this level, 
the picture is similar to Das Boot, a captivating World 
War Il movie about a German submarine and its 
sailors. 

In terms of dramatic values, however, The Bounty is 
an utter failure. Not only does the film move at an un- 
necessarily slow pace, but there’s never a chance for 
suspense to develop. The plot jumps back and forth 
from the journey to Tahiti and the eventual mutiny to 
Bligh’s court-martial for losing command of his ship; 
thus, the story is told through flashbacks. This device 
can sometimes be effective, but in the case of The 
Bounty, everything that leads up to the mutiny has an 
anticlimactic effect. 

One-Dimensional Characters 

But the worst thing about the picture is that the 
character of Fletcher Christian never evolves beyond 
the one-dimensional stage. Christian plays a smaller 
role than he does in the earlier versions of the story, 
and this supporting capacity renders his relationship 
with Blight almost nonexistent. Because this character 
blends in with the rest of the sailors, The Bounty turns 
into a tale of Bligh’s overambition instead of a conflict 
between two men who act according to their own 
beliefs. 

Clark Gable and Marlon Brando are noted for their 
fine performances as Christian, but | don’t think Gib- 
son's (The Year of Living Dangerously) acting in The 
Bounty will be remembered as one of his best efforts. 
When he isn’t sleepwalking through his role, Gibson 
Portrays Christian as a spoiled brat who doesn’t like to

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Big Comeback Needed 
As AHS Track Stops 
Minnechaug, 74-71

The Agawam High boys’ track team erased an 
18-point lead to record a heart-stomping, 74-7\ victory 
over longtime rival Minnechaug Regional in a 
schoolboy meet in Wilbraham Monday, May 7th. 

Agawam, the defending Division | champs, needed 
this win. On Thursday, May 3rd, West Springfield, a 
dominant force since 1981 during the regular season 
(39-1), won its 27th consecutive dual meet to stop the 
locals cold, 82-63. 

The Brownies, after posting two straight opening 
wins, are now 3-2 on the season. 

In the deciding event against Minnechaug, the mile 
relay squad of Bob'(Allen, Guy Jediny, Larry Rinaldi, 
and anchor Jim Wright, helped clinched the: win. 
Wright record a 54.0 second last leg. 

“Tt was a very close meet and I'm pleasantly surpris- 
ed we pulled it off, considering we were down by at 
least 18 points. We were very strong in the distance 
events and we picked up points in events | didn't think 
we'd do as well in,” is how coach Gus Young sized-up 
the close meet. 

The Brownies grabbed seven of ten first places in the 
running events and four of seven firsts in the field 
events. 

In the mile, Jim Wright took first and qualified for the 
Western Mass. tournament with a time of 4:43. In the 
two-mile, Mike Lemay ran a 10:33 for a first. In the 
880-yard run, Jediny was tops in 2:11.3. 

These three victories proved to be the turning point. 

The surprise win of the meet came from sprinter 
Mark Tessicini, who raced home with a clocking of 
10.4 seconds, a persona! best and a qualifying time for 
Western Mass. 

Double winner Mike Karam was superb as he cap- 
tured two firsts in the high and low hurdles. 

First place Brownies in the field events were Al In- 
gham in the shotput (43’8¥%2""); high jumper Dean 
Leclerc (6/4); triple jumper Dave Bartnik (37'7%"); 
and pole vaulter Jeff Hastings (9’). 

Steve Wands qualified for Western Mass. in the 220 
with a time of 23.85 (second) while Mike Judkins took 
third in 24.85. 

“| was pleased with the number of personal bests 
and qualifying performances we had," said Young. “‘It 
wasn’t our best win, but we’’ll take it.”’

The depth and outstanding talent of West Spr- 
ingfield was too much for the Brownies to handle last 
week. Aaawam’s first places were few and far between. 
The most noteworthy was Leclerc’s toss of 186'642" in 
javelin competition, breaking the school record he 
established the first meet this season. Leclerc, as is 
customary, won the high jump at 64". 

Tessicini had another fine dash in the 100 with a 
first place time of 10.7. Jediny ran a 2:09.5 in the 880 
and Wright was tops in the mile. 

Mike Karam qualified for Western Mass. in the high 
hurdles with a 17.4 and Lemay jumped into the two- 
mile Western Mass. qualifying pool with a jaunt of 
10:25. Finally, senior Eric Lunden was the winner of the 
shotput with a throw of 43/4. 

Other than that, West Springfield climbed on the 
locals and maintained a comfortable margin 
throughout most of the meet. 

Agawam’s last three regular season meets will begin 
with Chicopee Comp (one loss) on Friday, May 11th; a 
home date with Westfield on Monday, May 14th; anda 
make-up meet with Classical on Wednesday, May 
16th.
